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Claims 1-44 are allowed. All claims pending thus being allowable, prosecution 
on the merits is closed in this application. A statement of the examiner's reasons for 
allowance is provided in the paragraphs, which follow below. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The instant application is deemed to be directed to a nonobvious improvement 
over the inventions of Lomprey et al (U.S. 6,310,714 B1) and Tench et al (U.S. 
6,400,491 B1) as being representative examples in the art to which the instant 
invention pertains. In particular, said improvement provides enhanced durability and 
reversible deposition uniformity of electrodeposition devices. 

More specifically, independent claim 1 is drawn to a reversible electrodeposition 
device comprising an electrochemical medium contained within a chamber between first 
and second substrates having electrically conductive materials and a nucleation layer 
as claimed, specifically further comprising an anodic electroactive material, a cathodic 
electroactive material and a redox buffer. 

Similarly, independent claim 23 is drawn to a reversible electrodeposition device 
comprising an electrochemical medium contained within a chamber between first and 
second substrates having electrically conductive materials and a nucleation layer as 
claimed, specifically further comprising an anodic electroactive material and a cathodic 
electroactive material, wherein the concentration of the anodic electroactive material is 
greater than the cathodic electroactive material. 
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Independent claim 24 is drawn to a reversible electrodeposition device 
comprising an electrochemical medium contained within a chamber between first and 
second substrates having electrically conductive materials and a nucleation layer as 
claimed, specifically further comprising an anodic electroactive material and a cathodic 
electroactive material. 

Independent claim 25 is drawn to a reversible electrodeposition window 
comprising an electrochemical medium contained within a chamber between first and 
second substrates having electrically conductive materials and a nucleation layer as 
claimed, specifically further comprising an anodic electroactive material and a cathodic 
electroactive material. 

Finally, independent claim 34 is drawn to a reversible electrodeposition device 
comprising an electrochemical medium contained within a chamber between first and 
second substrates having electrically conductive materials and a nucleation layer as 
claimed, specifically further comprising at least one anodic electroactive material 
present in solution phase and a cathodic electroactive material. 

The prior art taken either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly 
suggest the limitations of applicant's independent claims, in such a manner that a 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be proper. The claimed invention is 
therefore considered to be in condition for allowance as being novel and nonobvious 
over prior art.
